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Response to Amendment 

1. Any objections or rejections made in a previous Office Action that are not 
herein reinstated have been withdrawn. 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying 
out his invention. 

3. Claims 9-11, 15-17, and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The 
claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in 
such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The specification discloses phospho-peptides between 15 and 100 
amino acids, 20 to 50 amino acids, and 30 to 40 amino acids (page 15, lines 5- 
7). However, there is no written description of phospho-peptides specifically 
between 15 to 60 amino acids, as currently amended into claims 9 and 15. The 
specifically recited 60 amino acid end point does not flow naturally from the 
ranges disclosed, or the specification as a whole. This is a new matter rejection. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 10 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. The separate base claims that 
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10 and 16 depend upon recite a phospo-peptide comprising SEQ ID NO:1 and 
SEQ ID NO:2. However, claims 10 and 16 recite a phospho-peptide comprising 
SEQ ID NO:1 or SEQ ID NO:2. The metes and bounds of the dependent claims 
are therefore vague and unclear. 

6. Claims 12-14 and 18-20 are objected to as being dependent upon rejected 
base claims, but are otherwise allowable if rewritten as independent claims 
incorporating all the limitations of both the base and dependent claims. 

7. No claim is allowed. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection 
presented in this Office action.
